Eight animals were 
placed in each class. A perfect score for the 
contest under the methods used was 2,050 
points. 

In each class the animals were brought in 
and lined up according to their catalog lot 
numbers. They were stood far enough apart 
to allow the contestants to walk around each 
animal. A few minutes were given for ex- 
amination and a once over then the cattle 
were paraded after which they resumed 
their original positions. Then a few more 
moments were allowed for the contestants 
to recheck their cards. These then were 
turned in and new cards received for the 
next class. The cards were very carefully 
arranged in three sections, each section 
numbered with the same numeral so the 
three parts might later be assembled for re- 
ference. Secretary Tomhave was given the 
top section upon which the contestant had 
written his name and address. This section 
of the card was not again seen by the judg- 
ing committee until the report was read at 
the banquet that night. The middle section 
served as the score card, the lower section 
was arranged as a memorandum to be re- 
tained by the contestant. 

After the cards were all handed in the 
contestants were asked to step back and 
allow the official judge to do the placing. 
That’s when the sighs and wails went up 


in the contest, hoping 
to “show up” the Dod- 
die fans. Scotty Milne of Albany, Missouri, 
landed in sixth place. “Scotty” explained 
at the dinner that he had been “brought up” 
with the Doddies in the old country and felt 
that he had scarcely lost his youthful know- 
ledge of Doddie type and quality.

er spending the night with Judge Ful- 
--. oe his fine family at Miami, Okla- 
homa, we persuaded the judge to take a 
buggy ride. He looked over our new road 
wagon, one of Henry’s latest models, which 
by the way has been dubbed “Jack” and de- 
cided that he would like to try it out provid- 
ed he did not have to do the driving. 
The forenoon had been spent inspecting 
the pastures and cattle belonging to Judge 
Fullerton. Immediately following lunch we 
took to the pavement, a narrow strip of con- 
crete laid in the center of the road. From 
the end of this narrow strip we came onto 
good gravel and full width pavement all the 
way to Perry where lodging was secured un- 
il early morning. ; 
+ ae the hotel desk the big regis- 
ter was pushed forward to receive our 
names. Naturally one looks to see “who is 
here” as he affixes his own signature on the 
dotted line. The last name was familiar, yes 
quite so, it read: Mr. and Mrs. John Brown, 
Rose Hill, Iowa, just above it was another 
which read Dr. and Mrs. Jarvis, Oska- 
loosa, lowa. They too had motored all the 
way to Perry that day, a good long ride. 
Early next morning found this squad on 
the way to Hayward. Over to the right 
along a brand new highway stood a big barn 


and a mammoth silo upon which were paint- . 


ed in big black letters something like this: 
“Grassland Stock Farm, E. E. Blandford, 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle.” Pass- 
ing through a big new gate, for the fence 
had but recently been built along this newly 
laid out highway which passes through the 
Grassland ranch, we soon reached the build- 
ings. 

No one around the barns. Inquiry at the 
house disclosed the fact that the men had 
gone over to the pasture some six or seven 
miles away to bring the cattle in for the 
sale and that they would soon be home. 
Mrs. Blandford was just more than hurry- 
ing around to get ready for the expected 
company for the day. 

Soon the cattle and the horsemen hove in 
sight, passed through the same big gate and 
headed directly for the corral at the barns. 
Here the cows and calves and the young 
heifers were caught and the catalog num- 
bers affixed so visitors might be able to 
identify the individuals. Pastures have been 
pretty short at the home place and these 
cattle had been shifted to the distant past- 
ure mainly because of the water supply as 
the pastures over there were not much bet- 
ter. Seasonal conditions are mentioned that 
readers may know that these cattle had not 
been pampered nor prepared in any way for 
the sale. They were sold just as they ap- 
peared in their every day working clothes. 
For the most part they were thin, especially 
was this true of the cows with calves at 
foot. 

A more even typed or a more uniform 
bunch of cattle would be hard to picture. 
They looked like they had all been cast in 
the same mold, which is literally true for 
they carried all the way from two to three 
and some of them even four lines to the In- 
ternational grand champion bull Prince 
Marshall.

The forty females passed the auction 
stand at an average of $133.28, which when 
condition and age are taken into considera- 
tion is a remarkable figure. Most of these 
females were from twelve to eighteen 
months of age. The cows with calves at 
foot or well along in calf sold readily from 
$150.00 to $195.00 per head. Three head 
selling at the latter figure. Mr. Goudy 
taking Erica of Grassland and Mr. J. H. 
Hon. of Red Rock, Oklahoma, taking both 
Haddo 14th of Grassland and Pride 14th of 
Grassland at this figure. All three were 
daughters of Prince Marshall. 

This was one of the snappiest sales in 
many a day.

A 
calf must also be tame, for if not, he will 
not let you curry him enough as he will not 
let you get close to him, and will stand back 
from feed when someone is around.

There is 
qa saving of fuel, and also, which is equally 
important, a decided saving of the house- 
wife’s time because oven-cooked meals do 
not require the attention that must be given 
to food cooked on top of = a 

nning the oven meal, it is necessary 
to pt rn dishes which may be cooked 
at nearly the same temperature—you can- 
not successfully cook a dish which requires 
a hot oven and a dish which requires a slow 
oven at one and the same time. 

The forequarter cuts of beef may be us- 
ed with a great deal of satisfaction in meals 
of this character and they help make the 
meal more economical because of their rela- 
tively low cost. 

The menus given below are suggestive of 
the many possible combinations for oven- 
cooked meals. 

MENU NO. I 


Braised Neck of Beef en Comets : 
tatoes Carrots nions 

a Corn Pudding 

Brown Betty Foamy Sauce 


Braised Neck of Beef en Casserole. 

Have 1%4 pounds of neck of beef boned 
out and cut in pieces as for stew. Roll the 
meat in flour and brown in 2 tablespoons of 
fat. Add 3 cups of water which has been 
thickened with 3 tablespoons of flour. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Transfer to a 
casserole, cover and cook in a moderate ov- 
en (350 degrees F.) for 1% to 2 hours. Add 
the potatoes cut in quarters or in balls, the 
carrots cut in quarters lengthwise, or if 
large into thinner strips, and 6 or 8 small 
white onions. Cook until the vegetables are 
tender. 

The corn pudding will require about 1 
hour to cook. 

The Brown Betty will require an hour. 


MENU NO. II 


Chuck Pot Roast Brown Gravy 
Browned Potatoes Baked Onions

Chuck Pot Roast. 


A pot roast may be cooked in the oven 
just as it is on top of the stove and any de- 
sired seasoning may be used. This is an 
especially nice way to prepare it. 

Select a piece either from the shoulder or 
the rib side of the chuck. Brown well in a 
deep frying pan or other utensil which may 
be put in the oven and covered. Season with 
salt and pepper and pour over the meat the 
contents of a bottle of horseradish which 
has been drained. Add a little water if 
necessary and cook in a moderate oven un- 
til the meat is tender which will depend up- 
on the size of the roast. It will probably 
require about 3 hours for a roast weighing 
from 4 to 6 pounds. Make a gravy from 
liquid in the pan. 

Put the potatoes in with the meat about 
1 hour before serving time. 

The baked onions will require abovt 2 
hours unless parboiled. 

The tarts may be baked so that they will 
have time to cool before serving.

Seasonable Recipes. 
: Boston Brown Bread. 

This recipe came from Boston sixty years 
ago. For years it was carefully guarded, 
the owner being jealous of her reputation 
as a maker of this particular bread. When 
it was finally given to a friend it was al- 
most broadcast by our mothers who had 
long coveted it. — 

1 cup sour milk, 42 cup sour cream, 1 cup 
country sorghum, % cup sugar, 44 teaspoon 
salt, 2 teaspoons soda, 2 cups yellow corn 
meal, 1 cup flour, 1 cup graham. Put in 
cans filling each one slightly over half full. 
Steam 3 hours. 


Baked Beans. 


Soak 1 quart of beans in cold water over 
night, in the morning put on to boil with a 
little soda, boil up good and drain. Put in 
a greased baking dish or roasting pal. 
Season with 2 teaspoons salt, % teaspoon 
ginger, 1 teaspoon mustard, % teaspoon 
cinnamon, pepper, 2 tablespoons brown sug- 
ar and % pound salt pork. Put in oven and 
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bake about six hours keeping on enough 
water to keep moist. 


Roast Loin of Pork» ; 
A piece of pork loin from six to eight 
ounds is sufficient for 10 or 12 persons. 
Wipe the pork loin clean with a damp cloth. 
Score the fat side with a sharp knife, mak- 
ing squares or diamond-shaped cuts, but 
make sure that the surface only is cut. Pat 
the meat with a generous amount of salt 
and pepper, rub into it one-half teaspoon 
wered sage and one teaspoon ground mus- 
tard and dredge it well with flour. Lay the 
meat in a generous-sized roaster with just 
enough bacon drippings to start the brown- 
ing process. Place in a hot oven (five hun- 
dred degrees) and brown on all sides, turn- 
ing often. (When turning meats do not 
pierce the flesh with a fork, since this al- 
lows the juice to escape.) When the meat 
is nicely browned, add one-half cup of hot 
water and cover tightly. Reduce the heat 
to 350 degrees and continue the roasting 
until very tender, allowing 30 minutes to 
ound. 
= yet 45 minutes before the meat is 
sufficiently cooked, remove some of the 
drippings and use them to season a bread 
dressing, which is baked in a separate pan. 
While the meat is roasting, parboil for 
15 minutes in salted water a_ sufficient 
number of potatoes of uniform size. Fifteen 
minutes before the meal is to be served, 
remove the meat from the roaster and put 
it where it will keep hot. Increase the oven 
heat to five hundred degrees, place the

potatoes in the roaster and brown them 
evenly by turning and basting them fre- 
quently. They may be beautifully cooked 
if watched carefully. 


Hamburger Stew 

1 pound of hamburger. 1 cup of rice. 
1 quart of tomatoes. 1 large onion. 
1 good sized green or ripe sweet pepper. 
1 tablespoonful of salt. 
\ teaspoonful of red pepper (this may be omitted). 

Chop or grind the onion and pepper 
quite fine, cook the meat ina little butter 
in a skillet, but do not brown. Then place 
all ingredients in a kettle and boil or sim- 
mer one hour or until done. If too thick 
add a little water. This is a nice dish for 
cecvered dish luncheons or any harvest home 
or Halloween parties. It can be carried in 
the covered kettle it is cooked in and reheat- 
ed. This amount will serve a dozen people 
generously and eaten with bread and butter 
and pickles is a good home meal. 


Noodles, 

One egg. One-half egg shell water. 
One-half teaspoon salt. One coffee cup flour. 

Break egg in pan and beat until foamy 
with a fork. Fill one-half of egg shell with 
water, add to above. Add salt and flour 
and mix with fork until flour is well work- 
ed in. Turn dough, which should be real 
stiff, on floured board and roll very thin, 
sprinkle with flour and roll as for cinnamon 
rolls. With sharp knife slice them in one- 
fourth inch slices. Shake out onto board 
and leave them to dry for one hour or long- 
er, occasionally turning them to aid drying.

Iowa Sheep amd Wool Growers Meet 


At this time of year, says C. W. 
McDonald, of Iowa State College, Ames, 
the ewes will often not take sufficient ex- 
ercise of their own accord. Knowing that 
exercise is a very important part of good 
sheep management and that much trouble 
at lambing time and even the loss of some 
of the fat ewes, may be avoided by cuffi- 
cient exercise, many good sheepman take 
the trouble to see that the ewes get exer- 
cise in one way or another. In many cases, 
heavy snow and deep drifts make it almost 
impossible for the flock to get the necessary 
exercise without help. In such cases paths 
may be plowed through the snow and cut 
into the field where a little alfalfa or clover 
hay can be fed on the snow. In this way 
the ewes will take their exercise in their 
more or less leisurely manner, which is the 
best way. Ewes heavy in lamb are apt to 
have trouble at lambing time or even lose 
their lambs if they are forced to take vio- 
lent exercise. For this reason difficulties 
often result where the ewes are driven 
through the snow for the necessary daily 
walk. 

Where a large lot is available around 
the winter quarters, hay racks or fodder 
may be placed in several places around the 
lots. The ewes will usually get sufficient 
exercise as they go from one rack to an- 
other for their feed. Just how the exercise 
is secured is not important so long as the 
ewes get enough of it without danger of 
Injury because of its being too violent. 

Iowa Sheep and Wool Growers Meet 

The eleventh annual postponed meeting 
of the Iowa Fleece Wool Growers Associa- 
tion was held at Ames during Farm and 
Home Week. At this meeting it was de- 
cided to change the name of the Association 


to “Iowa Sheep and Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion” and to place more emphasis on the 
production of better sheep and lambs as 
well as wool. Promotion of Junior Lamb 
Clubs, the greater use of pure bred sires, 
the foundation of pure bred flocks and help 
with the lamb club and wool show at the 
State Fair are to be included in the associa- 
tion activities. Old officers of the associa- 
tion were reelected. These include J. L. 
Bane, Pres.; A. J. Blakely, Jr., Vice-Pres.; 
and Chas. Ferguson, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The secretary’s report showed that the 
one cent per pound deducted from the price 
of wool shipped in 1925 has been refunded 
with interest to shippers insofar as it has 
been possible to locate them. 1928 was a 
very good year for the association consider- 
ing the active bidding of buyers early in 
the season. 

Support of the wool show at the state 
fair is to be continued in both open and 
club classes. In the latter, all fleeces out- 
side the regular prize list will receive 50 
cents each which should pay the cost of 
holding the fleece until fair time. 

Plans for handling the 1929 wool clip 
are being formulated and will be announced 
soon.

Not long ago the writer had occasion to 
visit a farm where the owner was very 
much exercised about the loss of a number 
of his good laying hens. He had expressed 
his wrath to the poultry feed dealer in a 
very emphatic manner and told him he was 
positive that the feed was causing his 
trouble. Upon thorough investigation and 
by posting several of the sick birds that 
showed by their physical appearance a con- 
dition apparently caused by some kind of 
poisoning, it was found that these birds had 
been eating moth balls. Upon further ques- 
tioning the owner as to where this material 
was obtained, we learned that he had been

placing moth balls in the dusting pans in 
the laying quarters to keep the birds free 
from lice. ‘There are so many better ways 
of eliminating external parasites from poul- 
try that it is not necessary to resort to the 
use of moth balls. This material can cause 
a violent poisoning in the digestive tract of 
the bird. Futhermore the odor can be trans- 
mitted. By dipping the fowl in hot weather 
in warm water containing a solution of Sa- 
ponified Sodium Fluoride there is little dan- 
ger of lice being present during the cold 
weather and in the cold weather one can 
use the pinch method of applying this ma- 
terial. However, if the birds are treated 
satisfactorily during the warm weather it 
will not be necessary to treat them during 
the winter months. 

We often hear producers and dealers com- 
plain about the so-called odor you taste in 
eggs where different materials are fed pos- 
sessing odorous qualities. It is more likely 
that the eggs become contaminated with 
these odors due to contact with the feathers 
or body rather than the internal organs. 
Odor contamination in eggs can often be 
overcome by keeping the nests clean and not 
permitting the newly laid eggs to remain 
too long in the nests. 

Sometime ago the writer was invited to 
visit a poultry farm having about 1800 ma- 
ture hens. The production in this flock was 
very low and the owner was very much dis- 
couraged because in spite of everything that 
he could do the production did not seem to 
improve. He foliowed the recommendations 
and suggestions made by several other pro- 
ducers and yet received no better results. 
Upon investigating the condition on this 
farm we found that this man was using a 
crushed rock on the floor of his poultry

house. On analysing this crushed rock we 
found it was a dolomite, containing over 
40% magnesium and part of this material 
also gave analysis, high in sulphates. The 
birds were consuming a considerable quan- 
tity of this material as a grit. This mater- 
ial naturally disturbed the digestive organs 
of the bird, causing an excessive looseness 


to the droppings. 
The writer has 
found this condi- 
tion in flocks at 
different _inter- 
vals. It is a fact 
that many of the 
birds consuming 
materials of this 
kind would build 
up a natural tol- 
erance yet the de- 
leterious effects 
were still present. 
Upon _ covering 
this crushed rock 
with a layer of 
tar paper with 
about 1 inch of 
cement, making a good cement floor in the 
poultry house, this man overcame his 
trouble in a very short time. In fact, he 
came to our office three weeks later ‘and 
stated that his production had increased ma- 
terially. 

Not long ago the writer had occasion to 
communicate with operators of a poultry © 
farm where they were having considerable § 
diffifculty with their stock. In spite of the 
best feeds the birds were not responding, © 
both in physical appearance and in produ & 
tion. This condition had prevailed over sey- 
eral seasons on this farm with no solution, 
Upon investigationg the condition on this 
farm we secured a sample of the water us- 
ed for drinking purposes for this flock. The 
analysis of this water gave the following 
content from a mineral standpoint:

A study of this analysis shows clearly 
enough that difficulties might occur from 
its use in that it contains a high percentage 
of sulphates and magnesium. The birds 
would build up a natural tolerance to this 
condition which might not reveal any symp- 
toms from a physical standpoint which 
could be considered detrimental to the stock. 
On the other hand the detrimental effect of 
its continuous use would be maintained. 
The above is a very hard water, from the 
standpoint of the human, probably not par- 
ticularly harmful unless the magnesium 
salts can be regarded as such. This water 
could be treated so as to make it softer and 
much of the lime and magnesium can be 
removed. From the standpoint of poultry 
it would be advisable to make certain 
changes and if necessary get a new supply 
of water. ’ 

Another factor that oftentimes must be 
taken into consideration from the standpoint 
of the water on the farm is the problem of 
dipping the chickens for lice. The use of 
Sodium Fluoride in the dip method is rec- 
ommended quite universally, throughout the 
country, that is, one ounce of Sodium Fluor- 
ide mixed with one gallon of water. If the 
water used is a hard water as is often se- 
cured from our wells on the farm this water 
will mat the feathering of the birds and 
permit very little penetration of this solu- 
tion into the feathers and on to the skin. 
The use of Saponified Sodium Fluoride is 
recommended because it possesses chemicals 
which will break down this hard water and 
make it softer and more satisfactory to use 
for the dipping purpose. 

Carelessness to details of poultry man- 
agement often times causes difficuities of 
a complex nature, the solution of which is 
hard to determine. During the spring of the 
year many poultry raisers on farms will 
use clover and alfalfa or hay clippings ob- 
tained from the hay mow or the barn for 
use as litter in the brooder house. This ma- 
terial may possess moulds, such as, the As- 
pergillus mould which causes Aspergillosis. 
As an added precaution it is well to spray 
all litter with a solution of formaldehyde 
or with some good commercial spray before 
using it in the brooder house. (Sprays with 
cold tar basis are not recommended). If 
this practice is followed there is less dan- 
ger of losses caused through moulds in the 
litter. The writer knows of cases where as 
high as from 60 to 70 per cent of the young 
chicks were lost from this source before the 
real trouble was found.

After trying 
a few loads of these calves they usually 
prefer to keep right on feeding the Blacks, 
and when they experience difficulty in se- 
curing the calves a great many cattlemen 
set about establishing a breeding herd of 
their own. You know the Journal is work- 
ing on a plan that will help the producers 
of good Black calves find the right kind of 
buyers for their feeder calves. Just let us 
say, that we shall appreciate having any 
reader report to us the name and address 
of any cowman who may be producing Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, either grades or pure 
breds.

Delighted With Bull Calf. 


Messrs. H. J. & F. B. Peddle, of Rowan, 
Iowa, report the recent purchase of a fine 
young bull from the Harrison & Ryan herd 
at Harlan, Iowa. They had the pleasure of 
selecting this calf from a group of about 
seventy-five head. His name is Extreme 
and he is a son of Blackcap Revolution 
Again 380356 who is a full brother to the 
International grand champion Blackcap 
Revolution whose sire is Earl Marshall. This 
calf has for dam the good breeding cow Eb- 
line 7th 374526. Not being familiar with 
tribal names these gentlemen have asked 
the Journal to explain how this bull is listed 
as an Erica. The tribal or family names are 
derived from the cow side of the pedigree. 
For instance this cow Ebline 7th has for 


dam Ebline 6th a daughter of Eston of Den- 
ison and she is out of the cow Ebline 4th 
she in turn is out of Ebline 101153, and so 
on down the line to the foundation cow En- 
chantress Erica. In other words any animal 
descending from this cow Enchantress Eri- 
ca, no matter what bull it may have been 
crossed with, will be known as an Enchant- 
ress Erica or an Erica of the Enchantress 
tribe. Ebline 7th, the dam of this young 
bull was an intensely Erica bred cow for 
both her sire and dam were of Erica breed- 
ing. Blackcap Revolution Again is sired by 
Earl Marshall, an Eisa Erica, and out of 
Blackcap McHenry 104th 149400, who was 
of Blackcap extraction on the dam’s side, 
however her two grandsires were Vala’s 
Rosegay and Baden Lad, the one an Inter- 
national grand champion bull and the other 
sire of three International grand champion 
cows. We should say that your bull is bred 
just about as rich as they can possibly be 
made and he should prove to be a great 
breeder for he has it in him to be one of the 
best. Good care will mean a lot in his de- 
velopment. 


SS 
Building Herd in “Small Way.” 

One of the modest cowmen of Kansas is 
Mr. E. M. Wagoner, route 2, Ellis. A re- 
cent inquiry about his herd brought this re- 
ply: “I am raising Black cattle and have 
been in a small way. We are keeping about 
150 cows on an average. We ship our calves 
every fall to Kansas City after reserving 
some heifers for the breeding herd. We 
have never as yet fed any ourselves. Our 
cattle are all Black, no spotted ones in our 
herd. We have used nothing but pure bred 
bulls in our herd for years.” Mr. Wagoner 
also says that he has been using bulls from 
the “Andy” Schuler herd at Chapman, which 
accounts largely for his fine breeding herd 


and the good calves he has to sell each fall.
